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Dr,  John  Duffy  Writes 
New  Book 

Dr.  John  Duffy,  member  of  the 
Social  Science  faculty,  has  just 
completed  a  book,  History  of  Epi- 
demics in  the  American  Colonies, 
which  will  be  released  within  the 
next  18  months  by  Louisiana  State 
University  Press.  This  will  be  one 
of  the  first  books  written  on  epi- 
demics in  the  colonies  since  1799, 
when  Noah  Webster  wrote  on  the 
same  subject. 

Other  articles  written  by  Dr. 
Duffy  on  colonial  epidemics  in- 
clude "The  Passage  to  the  Col- 
onies" which  appeared  in  the  June 
issue  of  Mississippi  Valley  His- 
torical Review.  Two  articles  re- 
cently written  will  appear  soon. 
One.  "Yellow  Fever  in  Colonial 
Charleston"  will  appear  in  South 
Carolina  Historical  Magazine,  and 
the  other,  "Smallpox  and  the 
American  Indian"  will  appear  in 
the  Bulletin  of  the  History  of 
Medicine,  put  out  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins. 

Born  in  England.  Dr.  Duffy 
came  to  Canada  at  the  age  of  12. 
Two  years  later  his  family  moved 
to  Detroit.  He  received  his  B.A. 
Degree  from  Northwestern  State, 
his  M.A.  Degree  from  L.  S.  U., 
and  his  Ph.D.  from  University  of 
California   at  Los  Angeles.

Dr.  Duffv  has  just  recently  been 
awarded  a  faculty  fellowship  from 
the  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of 
Education  in  New  York.  During 
his  leave  of  absence  for  this  school 
year  he  will  do  independent  study 
and  research  at  Harvard.  Of  par- 
ticular interest  to  him  will  be  a 
thorough  study  of  the  content  and 
methods  of  beginning  college 
courses  in  social  science  through- 
out the  United  States.

Dean  Vamado  Visits  Campus 

Miss  Dean  Vamado  of  Amite, 
former  dean  of  women  and  the 
person  for  whom  Varnado  Hall 
was  named,  visited  the  campus  late 
this  spring.

College  Tourists 
Return  to  Campus 

Tired  but  happy,  thirty-six  stu- 
dents and  teachers  returned  to  the 
campus  on  the  evening  of  Septem- 
ber 3  after  having  completed  a 
21-day,  5,000-mile  tour  through 
the  eastern  and  northern  sections 
of  the  United  States. 

Judging  by  the  comments  of 
those  making  the  trip,  it  was  not 
only  interesting  and  exciting  but 
educational  and  recreational  as 
welL  Everyone  seemed  enthusias- 
tic about  the  wonderful  sights  and 
the  marvelous  opportunity  to  visit 
personally  the  sites  and  locations 
that  mark  the  cradle  of  American 
liberty  and  much  of  its  subse- 
quent history. 

Leaving  the  campus  on  August 
14,  the  tourists  traveled  through 
the  highland  region  of  Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga,  Asheville,  and 
Danville,  reaching  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  at  Richmond.  Tliey  fol- 
lowed the  coastal  area  through 
Washington,  Philadelphia,  New 
York  and  Boston,  making  nu- 
merous side  trips  to  points  of  par- 
ticular interest.

From  there  the 
tour  headed  south  to  Natchitoches 
with  stops  en  route  to  Springfield 
(Illinois),  Cape  Girardeau,  and 
Memphis. 

Such  educational  -  recreational 
tours  have  been  conducted  a  num- 
ber of  times  through  the  State  of 
Louisiana  by  the  Department  of 
Social  Science,  but  this  is  the  first 
tour  offered  that  has  covered  so 
much  territory.  If  the  enthusiasm 
and  appreciation  of  those  mak- 
inpr  the  trip  is  any  guide  for  the 
fuliire,  it  most  certainly  will  not 
be  the  last.  The  tour  was  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Leroi 
Kvers.dl.
